economic needs. 
That is more easily said than, done, lie- 


cause we can not agree upon what those needs'are. One 
noted writer is constantly asserting that we need 20,000,000 
immigrants immediately, because, as he declares, they 
would eat up all our surplus products and put our farmers 
on Easy street. He seems to ignore completely what would 
happen in our labor world with such a volume of new labor- 
to employ, and the consequent reduction in the scale of 
living, which would hurt the farmers more than the extra 
mouths would help. We are compelled to assume that our 
economic needs can be taken care of by the millions we 
already have* 


Another suggestion is, that we select immigrants on 


' their individual merits. 
That is ideal. If we could take 


in only the good ones both morally and physically and 
keep out the rest we would be doing something never yet 
even attempted, except through imperfect rules for the 
exclusion of criminals, paupers, invalids and those having 
contagious diseases. However, in so far as this might lie 
done at all, it would be necessary to adopt another sugges- 
tion. That is, that this selection be made in the home lands 
of the applicants, where evidence about them could be se- 
cured and where it would be less costly to the rejected. 


It is full time the American people realized that 


it is more important to get only good immigrants than to 
get any at all. And the word "good" should be broadly 
defined to include not only physical, mental and moral good 
qualities, but a purpose to become American in spirit and 
maintain our special American institutions and ideals of 
government and social life.—San Bernardino Sun.

WHAT ARE FADS AND 


FRILLS IN EDUCATION? 


The makers of courses of study for ' 


the public schools have boon accused 
of too much experimentation and the 
use of fads and frills. Permit me to 
say that whatever the situation may 
be, it has been an honest effort on 
the part of school men to prepare the 
boys and girls to use the tools of our 
civilization as it exists. 


The following is an extract from 


the political code of the state of Cal- 
ifornia: "The 'course of study in the 
elementary schools shall include in- 
struction in the following prescribed 
branches: (1) reading, (2) writing, 
(3) spelling, (4) language, (5) arith- 
metic, (6) geography, (7) history of 
the United States and of California, 
(B) civics, including a study of the 
constitution of the United States, 
(9) music, (10) art, (11) training for 
healthful living, (12) morals and 
manners, and such other subjects not 
to exceed three as may be prescribed 
by a city or county board of educa- 
tion; provided, at least fifty per cent 
of the school day must be devoted to 
reading, writing, spelling, language 
study, and arithmetic." The three 
subjects usually selected are physi- 
cal 'culture, agriculture, and manual 
training for the boys, and household 
arts for girls. 


The criticism of the public school 


is often made that the schools arc 
not efficient; they are teaching too 
many fads and frills; there should be 
more roadin', writin', and 'rithme- 
tic. In response to this quite loud 
cry, the state legislature demanded 
that the schools spend fifty per cent 
of ea'ch day in these fundamentals. 


I think it well for us to take stock 


occasionally so that we may get our 
bearings and in this way we may 
not become Chinafied in our attitude 
toward the course of study in the 
public schools. We must also guard 
gainst too much opinionated thought 
and get into the habit of tested 
thought. 


According to the study and dis 


coveries of educators, writing and 
arithmetic do not hold the prominent 
place in our public) life that they 
once did. None of us write for pub 
lie perusal, as was the custom of our 


of any children in the world. For 
example: 


Compare a European boy to the 


American boy. The European boy 
does not know much about plumbing 
because he has no plumbing in his 
home. His folks do not drink water, 
so there is no water sanitation prob- 
lem. His electric conveniences _ are 
very limited. Hia father has no au- 
tomobile. Ho has not the field <jf 
opportunity into which he may go 
and develop his vocation. He usual- 
ly has to take up the vocation of his 
father and thereby his fate is sealed 
at birth. Ho does not'cxpcct to take 
much part in voting, therefore needs 
no civics. 
His education then will 


naturally be very limited—confined 
;o reading, writing, arithmetic and 
the history of his own country. 


How different is the American boy! 


His opportunity is a wide open 
world; but ho must learn to live in 
nis environment. He lives among the 
world's best plumbing, his folks 
drink water and demand that it be 
pure and this demands the study of 
engineering and science. This boy 
lives in an electric enviTonmeht con- 
sisting of 65000 different 
applica- 


tions, and he must learn to use some 
of them. This American boy may bo 
his mother's chauffeur and should 
know something of the mechanism, of 
an automobile. The greatest of the 
American boy's privileges is that ho 
is to become a participating citizen; 
one who discusses politics and votes 
at the elections. 


When we consider the complex life 


the American boy is entering, isn't 
it well that he may bo taught some- 
thing of most of these tools of our 
civilization? 
The European would 


say, '' Confine education for the mass 
to reading, writing, arithmetic, and 
history of his country"; but the 
American says, "Teach the boy the 
use of the fundamental tools of our 
modern civilization.''
